Reasons for Allowance 

6. Claims 25-38 are allowed. 

7. The following is the examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

8. Claims 28 and 31 are allowable because the prior art fails to show or teach a 
lighting device having plural (first, second and third) light emitting diodes (LEDs) and 
(first and second) lenses, wherein the first and second lenses are supported by a cover 
and arranged in light paths of first and second LEDs respectively, a light path of the 
third LED projects through a region of the cover disposed between the first and second 
lenses, and: 

• the first and second lenses are tilting lenses (claim 28); or 

• a center of the first lens is arranged in a central axis of the light path of the first 
LED, and a center of the second lens is arranged in a central axis of the light 
path of the second LED (claim 31). 

9. Claims 25-27, 29-30 and 32-38 are allowed because of their dependency upon 
independent claims 28 or 31 .
